JOHNSON CITY, Tex. (AP) 
— President Johnson presented 
medals to the Apollo 7 astro­ 
nauts today and the former di­ 
rector of the space program 
said their 11-day space flight 
“proved 
that

States today leads in space ac­ 
complishments . ” 
“And I believe in being first,” 
said Johnson, who presided at

Johnson presented the Nation­ 
al and Aeronautics Space Admin­

awards, the Exceptional Service 
Medal, to Navy Capt. Walter M. 
Scbirra Jr., Lt. Col. Don F. Ei- 
sele of the Air Force and civil­ 
ian Walter Cunningham. 
And he presented NASA’s top 
award, its Distinguished Service 
Medal, to James E. Webb who 
retired Oct. 7 after seven years 
as boss of the space program.

AMMAN, Jordan (AP) — Be­ 
douin security troops and armed 
demonstrators exchanged fire in 
front of the American Embassy 
today when a mob stormed the 
building and tore down the U S.

First reports said one person 
was killed and several police 
and demonstrators were wound­ 
ed. 
The demonstration, involving 
at least 10.000 people, began as 
a quiet march in downtown Am­ 
man to protest the 51st anniver­ 
sary of the Balfour declaration, 
which promised a national home 
tor the Jews in Palestine. 
In the Arab section of Jerusa­ 
lem, some 75,000 Arabs marked 
the anniversary with a general 
strike. The Arabs locked them­ 
selves inside their homes and 
streets became deserted 
and 
public transportation was idle. 
It was second such strike in a 
week 
and 
the 
fourth 
since 
June 1967 when the Israelis took 
over the city. 
Jordanian and Israeli forces 
exchanged artillery and m ortar 
fire in the area of the Syrian 
Heights for about 25 minutes. 
No casualties were reported. 
In Amman, reports said the 
mob attacked the embassy after 
a speech by Palestinian nation­ 
alist leader Suleiman Nabulsi.

Five Proposals 


There are five proposals on a ballot for the 
Nov. 5 election, two of them to a me n d the 
Michigan Constitution and two to authorize 
state bond issues for conservation purposes and 
one a referendum. 
Tile proposals and this newspaper’s recom­ 
mendations on them follow: 
t

t 
Proposal No. I. To remove the present re­ 
striction pgainst a graduated state income tax. 
Tile 1963 Constitution authorizes only a flat 
rate income tax for Michigan. It was enacted 
after a compromise in the Legislature which 
promised to submit in referendum a proposal 
for a graduated income tax. This is the referen­ 
dum. 
The present state income tax rates are: Per­ 
sonal, 2.6 per cent of income; corporate, 5.6 per 
cent of income, and financial institutions, 7 per 
cent of income. 
This newspaper recommends a “No” vote 
because: I. It would make easier a tax increase 
in an already heavily taxed state; 2. It would 
add another tax burden on industry in an al­ 
ready heavily taxed industrial state; 3. It would 
increase pressures for exemptions, which have 
enabled so many of the rich to escape so much 
federal taxation.

Proposal No. 2. To exempt Michigan from 
the Uniform Federal Time Act. 
If Michigan votes “Yes” it will have Eastern 
Standard Time downstate plus Daylight Sav­ 
ings Time in the summer months. 
If Michigan votes “No” it will have Eastern 
Standard Time downstate t h e year around, 
which appears generally favored in the mid-Up- 
per Peninsula. 
The Upper Peninsula is in the Central Time 
Zone with Wisconsin not in the Eastern Time 
Zone with Lower Michigan. It can ask the U. S. 
Department of Transportation to put it — or 
part of it — into the Eastern Time Zone with 
Lower Michigan and probably will, especially if 
Michigan votes “No” on Proposal No. 2, which 
is not indicated by public opinion polls. 
Recommended: Vote “No” on Proposal No. 
2 to try to get a Ix>wer Michigan time standard 
compatible with U. P. desires.

Proposal No. 3: State bonding for $335 mil­ 
lion to supply the state share of a local-state-fed­ 
eral program of sewage plant construction to end 
pollution of the Great flakes and other public 
waters with sewage discharges. 
Proposal No. 4: Another state bonding pro­ 
posal, also by the Michigan Department of Con­ 
servation, this one for $100 million to provide 
quality outdoor recreation by park expansion, 
building of new coho salmon hatcheries (in­ 
cluding one in the Upper Peninsula), acquiring 
game range, etc. 
This newspaper strongly urges a “Yes” vote 
on Proposals Nos. 3 and 4 as an economy in 
solving big problems of pollution and playground 
shortage. It will cost more later to finance these 
programs and they can be done without raising 
taxes and paid off over 30 years.

Proposal No. 5. To permit election of mem­ 
bers of the Legislature to other state offices 
during their term of office. Vote “Yes.” Only 
legislators are discriminated against in this way 
from seeking higher office.

Money from the sale of the 
bonds would be used to con­ 
struct sewers and sewage treat­ 
ment plants. The clean water 
program is aimed at water pol­ 
lution control throughout Mich­ 
igan by 1980. 
Voters Guides for the Nov. 5 
election are being distributed 
in Escanaba and Gladstone. 
The League of Women Voters 
is a non-partisan organization. 
It does not support or oppose 
parties or candidates, but it 
does work for specific issues 
after thorough study and con­ 
sensus by its members.

The law was enacted when 
congressional hearings revealed 
sale of master keys for motor 
vehicles, promoted through var 
ious magazines, trade journals 
and direct mail advertising, fa 
cilitated auto theft.
